The jury which

The Ques­ 
tion of whether crediting change on 
a purchase to an account involved 
larceny was decided, the jury hold­ 
ing that 
there was no 
intent at a 
theft. 
Boxley purchased five cents worth 
of nails at the Morris store and ten­ 
dered in payment a $10 hill. Morris 
applied the balance of $9.95 on an 
account alleged to he owed by Box- 
F 
ley and then Boxley had him arrest­ 
ed for petit larceny.

How well this 
hope is being 
borne out is 
illustrated in reports 
that England, Japan, 
Russia and 
France — the “Four Power Syndi­ 
cate”—is considering a loan of $50,- 
000,000 (gold). 
Not only this, but China hopes for 
revision of her customs duties, post­ 
ponement of payments on the Boxer 
indemnities, a 
voice at the 
peace 
council table where 
settlement of 
Tedngtao will be made, expulsion of 
German interests and 
German in­ 
trigue from her borders and increas­ 
ing friendship and aid from Amer­ 
ica. 
Incidentally, if aid in men is de­ 
sired, China has 468,800 
soldiers 
under arms, four great arsenals, a 
great supply of iron, antimony and 
other metals—and inexhaustible man 
power. 
Some of these ' coolies are 
already at work in France. 
If Premier Tuan-chi, who has fav­ 
ored war since the break with Ger­ 
many and Feng Kuo-ehang, the real 
President, have really decided to act 
together and 
support 
each other, 
China and war should get along very 
well. 
Tuan, the man who vanquish­ 
ed Chang 
Hsun 
and his imperial 
dreams, began shortly after his re­ 
turn to office to 
prepare 
his war 
plans. 
These included the forma­ 
tion of a National 
Council, which 
will be the only form of popular rep­ 
resentation to have a hand in China’s 
war activities. 
Some officials pro­ 
posed to await the convention of the 
national 
assembly, 
submitting the 
war proposal to this body, but Tuan 
strongly opposed 
this, insisting on 
the necessity of immediate aetion. 
The National Council, composed 
of ministers, vice-ministers, council­ 
ors of the various departments, and 
two representatives from each pro­ 
vince, finds itself endowed with the 
following powers, duties and limita­ 
tions. 
It will take the place of the pro­ 
visional legislature organ; 
its ses­ 
sion shall not exceed one year; it 
will confirm the cabinet’s war de­ 
claration, modify the parliamentary 
election law and aid in the organiza­ 
tion of Parliament. 
At the close of the National Coun­ 
cil, 
Parliament 
will 
immediately 
convene. 
Thus, Premier Tuan has 
provided some form of popular ap­ 
proval for his policies. 
War against Germany 
today re­ 
ceives 
practically the 
unanimous 
support of the provinces. 
As early 
as August 10th, four-fifths of them 
had expressed their support.

For Centuries. 


COUNTRY IN NEED OF MONEY 


Conflict is Given Almost Unanimous 


Support of the Provinces— 


Rally to The Cause.

Tokio, August 20.— (By Mail)— 


China smashed precedent of cen- 
turies when she entered the world 
war. She cast aside age-old non-re- 
sistant, isolation policy of her an- 
cestors. 
Moreover, although a re- 


public since 1911, and bearing all the 
trappings and machinery generally 
approved for the conduct of a re- 
publican government, China went in- 
to the war without a single nod of 
assent from her national congress. 
.The reason was that there is no par- 
liament today. 


Its 
disappearance 
came 
about 


through efforts to 
coerce it in the 


troublous days when Chang Hsun 
and his pig-tailed soldiers marched 
on Peking. Then came the "restora- 
tion" lasting just one week, 
the 


downfall of Chang Hsun and dem- 
ocracy again. 


Why did China decide on war? 
Because even disorder and chaos, 


so frequent in China 
have 
not 


destroyed the Chinaman's 
austere- 


ness. Above all things China needs 
money. She believes avowed declar- 
ation of her sympathy for the allied 
cause will help her get the financial 
aid necessary to put her house in or- 
der. How well this hope is being 
borne out is illustrated in reports 
that England, Japan, 
Russia and 


France — the "Four Power Syndi- 
cate"—is considering a loan of $50,- 
000,000 (gold). 


Not only .this, but China hopes for 


revision of her customs duties, post- 
ponement of payments on the Boxer 
indemnities, a voice at the peace s 
council table where 
settlement of^ 


Tsingtao will, be made, expulsion of 
German interests and 
German in- 


trigue from her borders and increas- 
ing friendship and aid from Amer- 
ica. 


Incidentally, if aid in-; men is de- 


sired, China has 468,800 
soldiers 


under arms, four great arsenals, a 
great supply of iron, antimony and 
other metals—and inexhaustible man 
power. Some of these - coolies are 
already at work in France. 


If Premier Tuan-chi, who has fav- 


! ored war since the break with Ger- 
many and Feng Kno-ehang, the real 
President, have really decided to act 
together and

The National 'Council, composed, 


of ministers, vice-ministers, council- 
ors of the various departments, and 
two representatives from each pro- 
vince, finds itself endowed with the 
following powers, duties and limita- 
tions. 


It will take the place of the pro- 


visional legislature organ; its ses- 
sion shall not exceed one year; it 
will confirm the cabinet's war de- 
claration, modify the parliamentary 
election law and aid in the organiza- 
tion of Parliament. 


At the close of the National Coun- 


cil, 
Parliament 
will immediately 


convene. 
Thus, Premier Tuan has 


provided some form of popular ap- 
proval for his policies.
